Mr, Hotchkins, a Merchant of London, a Man 
that was Scorbutical'and Hypochondriacal,was 
ſubje& to a frequent bleeding at the Noſe from 
the ewentieth almoſt co the. chircieth Year of 
his Age, ſo that he ſuſtain'd a great loſs of 
Blood, from the heat of his Feveriſh Blood at 
Jeaſt once or twice a Month, though it did 
not obſerve any certain periods, till at length 
the Blood that was let out wich a Lancer, or 
that which he bled at his Noſe , did appear 
jbſt like the Water chat Fleſh has been waſh'd 
in. From the return of which bleeding I 
could not then free that Excellent Perſon, and 
my very worthy Friend, either with Phlebo- 

S comy, 
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tomy, or the temperating Juices, Opiate, and 
Incrailaing Medicines, a Milk Dier, Antiſcor- 
butick, and Chalybeate Remedies, or any 
other manner of Medicines. From which he 
firſt fell into the ſtate of an Atrophy, and at 
length into a true Conſumption of the 
together with a very great difficulty of Breath- 
ing, and thereupon falling into an uniyerſal 
colliquative ſtate, he ſuffered a little before he 
dyed an exulceration of the Salivatory Glands 
er an extraordinary ſwelling of them.

bat alſo remains fixed in the Habit of the Body,

to grow more hot and ſharp, and thereupon that 
ſharp and hot Nutritious Juice ( which was uſed 
before to be thrown out by the Ulcer ) it uſually 
comes now to caſt off upon the ſubſtance of 
the Lungs, as being ſpungy, and apt to receive 
the Humours. Whereupon follows not only a 
ſtuffing of the Lungs, and upon that a difficulty 
of Breathing ; bur alſo a conſiderable ſwelling 
of the Glands, which do often enough —_— 
in theſe parts, and upon that a dry and trouble- 
ſome Cough, yea, a Heat and Inflammation , 
and thereupon a Fever, not only a Hedtical one, 
but alſo a Patrid, or rather Inflammatory Fever, 
and at length an Apoſtem, and Ulcers, with a 


Thirſt, and want of Appetite ; all which do at 
laſt end in a fatal and confirm'd Conſumption of 


the Lungs. And therefore as ſoon as gver theſe 
external and remote Ulcers begin to heal, ' the 
Phyſician ought to make what Obſervation, he 
can, to find whether the leaſt degree of a diffi- 
culty of Breathing, or any other ſign of an Af. 
feion of the Lungs comes upon it. Yea, if the 
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with the aforeſaid Vulnerary Herbs be continued ; 
or for the farther temperating and akering of 
the-Blbod, let the Patient be put into a Milk 
Diet, and kept ſtriatly to it. For the ſame rea- 
ſon the Chalybeate Mineral Waters are here alſo 
of uſe. Alfo the Phyſician muſt make ll 
the haſt he can, and disburden the Lungs that 
are ſtafft, by Peoral and Pulmonary Apozems 
expeQorating Lin#uſes, and other Medicines o 
that Natare, which we ſhall afterwards deſcribe 
in the Book of a Conſumption of the Lungs, be- 
fore the Tone of the Parts is injured, and a Fe- 
veriſh heat is brought on by the continual ſtag- 
nation of hot and ſharp Juices.

An Hiſtory. 


Mr. Waeatley's Wife near St. Sepulchres in Lon- 
don, about Fitty Years old , having been tor- 
mented for the ſpace of ewo Years with an in- 
tolerable pain of her Loins , firſt from an In- 
flammation, and then an Apoſteme of the 
Muſcles of the Loins following upon the In- 
flammation, was in progreſs of time by the un- 
interrupted pain racking her both Night and 
Day, and by the continual loſs of the Nutritious 
Juice diſcharging it ſelf daily and plentifully in- 
to this Common-ſhore, put into a Fever, and at 
length brought into a Conſumption, and that 
even to the degree of a Mara/mw, with an in- 
tolerable Thirſt, a continual Weakneſs, want of 
Appetite, and want of Reſt, yet without any 
ſign of a Conſumption of the Lungs; ſo that 
the poor Woman being always contin'd to her 
Bed, lingred a long time, crying out dreadfully, 
as it ſhe were ready to expire preſently. By 
reaſon of her mean Circumſtances ſhe did* not 
ask che Advice of a Phyſician, but thinking her 
Diſtemper to' be the Stone in the Kidneys, ſhe 
miſerably tormented her ſelf every day with I 
know not what Medicines to break and diſſolve 
the Stone, ſuch as every ſorry Woman, that 
came to ſee her, did A, th ; warrant 
ſhould do her good. I being at length de- 
fired by the moſt Ingenious Dr. Tyſon'to go and 
ſee her, and together with him obſerving the 
parts of the Loins to be {well'd, and to reſiſt a 
Preſſure, and perceiving the fluctuation of pu

rulent Matter under our fingers, when we preſt 
it, ( though it lay ſomewhat deep by reafon of 
the thickneſs of the Muſcles, and of the Skin ) 
with the conſent of my moſt worthy Colleague, 
I ordered that after the application of a Cauſtick, 
the Tumour ſhould be opened in a convenience 
: Which was no ſooner done, but a great 
quantity, firſt of clear then purulent Matter , 
and a great Number of little bags filled with a 
very clear Water, at leaſt Five Hundred, guſhe 
out with a great force. We brought away for 
three Weeks, or more, taking oht the Tent every 
day, a great deal of Matter, and ſmall Bags 
filled wich Water. From the firſt o ing of 
| em her pains were very much abated , 
$a he moderate uſe of Syrup of Meconium, 
ſhe got convenient Reſt ; and by the help of 
Surgery outwardly adminiſtred, and the con- 
Xinual uſe of a Decodtion of Sar/a given inward- 
ly for her ordinary Drink, the Ulcer within the 
pace of a Year and half (which we did de- 
ſignedly keep epen ſo long with a Silver Tent 
that was hollow quite thorough ) was at length 
perfeRtly healed ; her HeRick Fever and Tharſt 
went off, her Strength increaſed, her Appetite 
returned, and ſhe was plainly freed from the 
ſtate of a Maraſmw; and being ſent into the 
Country Air, ſuch as was open and benign, and 
at into a Milk Diet, ſhe grew fleſhy within ſox 
Weeks, and recovered without any ſign of a 
Conſumption ; and being yet alive after Eight 
Years which are ſince ; enjoys her Health 
very well. Several Hiſtories of this Nature I 
do deſignedly omit for Brevity's ſake.

is carried off by the Breaſts, a HeRical Diſpo- 
ſition in the Blood and Spirits muſt inevitably 
follow ; and an trophy, or Conſumption in the 
Habie of the Body, and that for the Reaſons 
which we have juſt now given. 


The firſt thing that preſages the coming of ,z, ,,u. * 
this Conſumption, is a want of Appetite ; and gine fe": of

time, they forthwith wean their Children. The 
ſecond ſign is a weakneſs and faintneſs of the 
Spirits, proceeding from a diſpiriced and impa- 
veriſhe ſtate of the Blood. A third ſign is an 
Hypochondriacal Oppreflion, and frequent Fits of 
the Mother, and Choakings. Which appear- 
ance does not proceed from the ſucking of the 
Child, drawing the Vapours upward ( as is com- 

D monly . 
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monly thought) - but a too plentiful ſubſtraion, 
and too great an expence of the Nutritious 

Juice. By which means the Spirits themſelves 

become in the ſame manner as the Blood, poor 
and windy, by reafon they have loſt their Na- 
tural and Original Vigour, whereupen there 
follows an Obſtruction, and this inordinate and 
ungovernable motion of the Spirits in the Nerves 
and Fibres of the Muſcles, and 'upon that Op- 
preffions, and Suffacative, and Convulſive Con- 
trations of ſome Parts, commonly called Hy- 
pochondriacal and Hyſterical.

A Hiſtory. 


The Wife of Mr. Bird my very good Friend, 
who lives in Fetter-Lane, being about three and 
thirty Years old, gave Suck to a luſty Boy for 
the ſpace of a Year, or more. But after ſhe had 
given Suck for four Months ſhe loſt her Stomack, 
and took very little Nouriſhment at any time , 
and thereupon her Strength declin'd, and ſhe 
was troubled with Choakings, or Hyſterical Paſ- 
ſions, but without an Atrophy, or Cough, or any 
other Diſtemper. Being lufficiencly directed by 
theſe things, (I going at that time by chanceto 
ſee her) adviſed her to wean her Child without 
any delay, leſt ſhe ſhould fall into a Conſump- 
tion : But ſhe however perſiſting in the giving 
of her Child Suck, when ſhe had loſt her Sto- 
mack, did at length fall into a Conſumption or 
Atrophy of her Body, but without a Cough, or 
any remarkable Fever. But yet ſhe very much, 
and almoſt continually complain'd of a dryneſs, 
and very troubleſom heat about the Tonſils and 
Palate of her Mouth, and the Parts which ſerve 
for ſwallowing (the ſame that I obſerved to 
happen to Mrs. Thompſon, and to almoſt all Wo- 
men that have a Conſumption from giving of 
Suck.) Which appearance to me ſeemed to 
arile from the impoveriſht and heated ſtate of 
the Blood, by reaſon of too great an expence 
of the Milk. At length, though too late, fol- 
lowing my Advice, ſhe weaned her Child, and 
made uſe of a Milk Diet, and the Chalybeate 
Waters, with very much benefit. But ker Ap- 
petite not being reſtored by theſe means (as not

whoſe care ſhe was before I was concern'd, Be- 
ing called to go and ſee her, as one that had 
only a Looſeneſs, when ſhe was now by' reaſon 
of her Weakneſs almoſt always confin'd to her 
Bcd, I found her worn away clearly with a 
Conſumption, even to a Maraſmw, and that [ 

iainly cold her Friends, as my Opinion, although 

er Lungs did as yet ſcem found, neicher was 
there any ſign of a HeRtick Fever. But when 
this expenſive Looſeneſs, which the former Phy- 
ſician for want either of skill or care had ſuf- 
tered to run on ſo long, came once to be ſtopt 
by a due government, and the uſe of Efhcaci- 
ous Medicines , preſently a He&ick Flame be- 
gan to be kindled in the Habit of her Body, 
and her Lungs alſo began to be affeRted with a

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from a Bloody-flux. 
Corigh, that was almoſt perpetual, and a ſhort- 
neſs of Breath, which Symptoms being at length 
followed by Colliquative Sweats, a ſwelling of 
the Legs, and other ſigns of a Fatal Conſump- 
tion of the Lungs, ſoon brought the fair Virgin 
amidſt the Lamentation of her Friends to the 
laſt period of her Life. Two things were here 
particularly worthy of a Remark: Firſt, that 
the more her Looſeneſs was ſtopr, ſo much the 
more always were her Lungs preſently affeaed. 
And Secondly, that alchough this Conſumption 
had prevailed upon her almoſt for the ſpace of 
a Year, even to a Maraſmms, before the Lungs 
did ſeem to be in the leaſt conch'd, yet in the 
Body, when it came to be opened after 'twas 
dead, the Lungs appeared full of little ſwellings 
here and there, and that not only ſuch as were 
crude and hard, but alſo ſome that were ripened 
into Apoſtemes.

Mr. Wheeler, living in Prince's-Strees, though 
e has now three Girles living, and well, yet he 
oft all his Sons, who were taken off in their ficſt 
Infancy (to wit, as ſoon as they began to breed 
heir Teeth) with a Conſumption from a Dia- 
vetes. As for the Name of the Diſtemper, that

A Natural Salvation, or Spitting, for the moſt Fines 
part happens to thoſe that have the Scurvy, and jos boyreay, 
that becauſe the Blood by reaſon of its Acri- 
mony is not able to affimilate the new Cbyle , 
and reduce it to its own Nature, and therefore 
as it Circulates continually, throws it off by the 
Glands, which ſapply the Spittle. From whence 
it-comes to pals that even filly Women know , 
that Spitting too much inclines Men to a Con- 
ſumption ; for which reaſon they do uſe well to 
preſcribe the ſwallowing of the Spittle to pre- 
vent a Conſumption : Whereby not only the 
Progreſs of the Selivation is hindred ( for Spit- 
ting does by a certain continual drawing as it 
were ſuck the Glands, which afford the Spittle, 
and put them upon a new ſeparation of it) bur 
alo the Chyle, which is ſeparated by the Saliva- 
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tory duds to no purpoſe, is reſtored to Nature 
to make up the loſs which the Maſs of Blood 
ſuſtains.

But yet when his 
Body was a perfeR Skeletcn, and the Dropfie at 
a high Tide ( which was very remarkable ): he 
had a brick and heakhful look, and a lovely 
Countenance, without the leaſt Tin&ure of a 
Yellownefs, and a good, or rather greedy Ap- 
petite, and that to the very day he dyed. From 
whence I did rightly conje&ure, and always 
told his Friends, as my Opinion, that his Drop- 
fie was truly Chylous, cauled by the Chyle flow- 
ing into the cavity of the Belly by the Lacteal 
Veſſels, which were broke by ſome Accident , 
and that the Conſumption which accompanied 
ic was not a true Conſumption of the Lungs, 
but ſuch as proceeded merely from an inanition, 
that is, the draining of the due Nutritious Juice 
out of che Ladcteal Veſſels, upon ſome rupture 
that had been made in them 3 which appeared 
very plainly from the Event. For in Tapping 
of the Child's Belly, whilſt he was yet alive, we 
took out ſeveral Pints of Milky Chyle, and 
very ſweet, ſuch as-is found in the Dud it ſelf, 
which conveys the Chyle. But when we opened 
the Body after he was dead, we found for all 
the difficulty of Breathing, and long Cough he 
had had, the Lungs themſelves ſound, without 
any Diſtemper, bur only that in the hinder part 
near the Wind-Pipe there appeared a great man 
Glands, and chole pretty large and hard, whi 
made a hard and very conſiderable ure -up- 
on, the Chyle-duR it ſelf, almoſt in that Part 
where it arrives at the Subclawvian Vein; and t 
were of ſo great a weight, and bulk, that it 
Gemed very difficult, if not | plainly impoſlible

And thereupon without doubt ir 
came to nor. that the tender and thin Laceal 
Veſſels which are in the Belly (che Chyle con- 
tinually prefling, and not finding a free paſſage 
above by the Chyle-dut) being Uiſtended b2- 
yond their Tone, did at length break, and fo 
threw the Chyle, which was defign'd for the 
reparation of the Blood, as it were in a continued 
ſtream into the cavity of the Belly. From what 
I have now ſaid, it is plain almoſt to a demon- 
ſtration, firſt, chat theſe Tubercles, or tumity*d 
Glands of the Lungs did at firſt proceed from 
the ill Method of Curing the Inflammation of 
his Lungs, that is, for want of timely Bleeding 
and Expectoration. Secondly, that as the trouble- 
ſome and dry Cough was cauſed by the conftri- 
Rion of che Veſſels of the Lungs, which convey 
the Air, by thc: ſwellings, ſo the difficulty of 
Breathing proceeded from the preſſure of the 
extravaſaced Chyle-below the Midriff. Thirdly, 
that this Conſumption was no: a true Conſump- 
tion of the Lungs; becauſe cho' there were Tu- 
bercles or Swellings in the Lungs, yet they were 
not like Apoſtemes, nor Ulcerated. But this de(- 
perate Conſumption did really proceed from that 
Chylows Dropſie,upon which that Nurritious Juice, 
which ought to have been employ'd for the re- 
paration of the Blood, and the Nutrition of the 
Parts, was continually fubltracted, and carried 
another way.

He&ick heat, and an Atrophy of the Parts, with 
a great Weakneſs, and other uſual Symptoms of 
a Conſumption in the Habit cf the Body. 

I have a mind to add here to the end of this 
Chapter an Inſtance or two of this Nature, by 
the relating of which, the cure of this Conſump- 
tion will be ſhewn fo far as I have obſerved, and 
ain able to give an Account of it. 


Mr. Luffe, a Presbyter, being about Sixty Nears 
O!4 (who was alſo the Father of Dr. Luffe, a 
Famous Profeſſor of Phyſick at Oxford) a Man 
that had for many Years paſt been Scorbutical, 
and Melancholick, was frequently ſubje& to a 
Giddineſs, Palpitation of the Heart, and many 
other Afﬀe&ions of his Brain and Nerves. But 
above all he was wont to complain of Colliqua- 
tive Sweats, that followed him continually both 
Night and Day, and that as well in the Winter 
From whence it came to 
paſs, thac not only he was very ſubje& to take 
cold, upon which he always fel great pains in 
his Nervous Parts, but allo his whole Body wa- 
ſted ſo, that he was juſtly to be reckoned in the 
number of thoſe: that were in a Conſumption.

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However wich Iiftues made between his Shoul- 
ders, and the uſe of a Diet-drink made with 
Antiſcorbatick Ingredients ſteep'd in Ale for his 
ordinary Drink, and eſpecially the long uſe of 
the Mineral Waters, Both the Chalybeate and Pur- 
ging, which he took as well in the Winter as 
the Summer, he was perfeatly freed not only 
from thoſe other Diſtempers which affefed his 
Nerves, but alſo from thele Colliquative Sweats: 
By which means it came to pals, that he lived 
ſeveral Years in the latter end of his Old Age 
with a ſtrong Habit of Body, an uninterrupted 
Health, a chearful Mind, a freſh and brisk Look, 
as if he began to grow Young again. 


Hiſtory 2. 


The Wife of one Mr. Clapton, who lived in 
Lothbury, being about Forty Years old, a Wo- 
man that had been for mapy Years very Scor- 
butical, and Aſthmatical, a Month after a Lying 
in, fell in the Spring-time into moſt violent pains 
a little above the Groin, To whom beſides the 
outward application of an Anodyne Liniment, 
I gave a-Draught, chat might put her into a 
breathing ſweat, Of Carduzs-water, Treacle-water, 
Venice-Treacle, and the Syrup of Meconium ; 
which it happen'd that ſhe fell and diflolv'd in- 
to moſt profuſe and very ſtinking Sweats, which 
though they rook ſome of the Bed-cloaths off 
from her by degrees, did nevertheleſs continue 
for a foreight or more, /with an extraordinary 
decay of her Strength, and a pining Conſum- 
tion of her Body. Which when I obſerved, I 
forthwith preſcrib'd ſuch EleQuaries and tempe- 
rate Juleps as were binding, and proper to ſtop 
the pores of the Skin, and other things of that 
Nature ; 
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Nature ; whereupon her Sweats preſently de- 
creas'd, but although the pores of the Skin were 
then ſtope by Art, yet the new Chyle, which 
by reaſon of the Acrimony that remain'd in the 
Blood, was not fo well aflimilated and united 
to that Maſs which remain'd, being mixe wich 
it, the freſh Nutritious Juice attempted to find 
out a new way, and to diſcharge it ſelf by 
Stool, and fo in the room of her Colliquative 
Sweats there ſucceeded a Looſeneſs that was as 
Colliquative as they were, together with griping 
pains, the Habit of her Body every day running 
farther into a Conlumprion. 

But this Daor being in like manner barrica- 
doed with the uſe of Opiates and Emplaſtick 
Medicines, the Nutritious Juice found oue ano- 
ther by the Kidneys, whereupon the poor Wo. 
man fell inzo a Diabetes, which {till promoted hec 
Conſumprion,almoſt to the degree, of a Mars/me. 

Bue when the Diabetes was overcome with the 
uſe of Gum Arabick, Aſtringent Eleftuaries , Oc. 
at length her profuſe and colliquative Sweats re- 
eurn'd azain. And therefore I reſolv'd to ſend 
this Miſerable and Conſumptive Woman into 
the freſh and open Air at Hampfead, (the time 
of the Year encouraging me, it being the Spring) 
by which change of Air ( the pores of che Skin 
being now ſuddenly ſtope) che Diſtemper was 
turn'd into an extraordinary Spitting for Twenty 
days or more, her Conſlumprive Diſpoſition ſill 
remaining, or rather increaſing ; but with the 
plentiful uſe of a Milk Dier, and the benefit of 
the open Air, the Maſs of Blood being foftned 
by little and little, and its Acrimony corrected, 
the colliquation alſo of the Nartricious Juice was 
by degrees overcome; and thereupon being freed 
not only from her Spitting,bur allo from the Con-

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he ſtill appears lean and Conſumptiye. 
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ſumptive diſpoſition it ſelf, ſhe improv'd every 
day in her Fleſh and Appetite, till ſhe had per- 
fealy recovered them : A large Apoſtem at length 
gathering upon her Groin, where the pain firſt 
ſeized her, which was opened and cured by a 
Surgeon. And by this means the Woman lived, 
and was well for Ten Years, or more, though 


ſhe afterwards dyed of an Afbma.

Mr. Forteſcue, a Man about Sixty Years old, 
who had been Scorbutical for many Years be- 
fore, and ſomething Afſthmatical, was for three 
or four Summers troubled with a continual heat 
and burning of his Loins and Limbs. Whereby 
ie came to paſs, that he was plainly exhauſted , 
and-broughrt almoſt into the ſtate of a Maraſmms 
by profuſe and colliquative, Sweats, which 
followed him more eſpecially when he was in 
Bed. But in the Winter time he was well, being 
in a manner freed as well from his Heat as from 
his Sweats, tho? he never mended his very thin, 
Hippocratical look. But this Summer 1688, the 
burning in his Loins, and his profaſe Sweats grew 
{o much upon him, that he could not lie in his 
Bed to ſleep; from whence at length it came to 
paſs, that having loſt his Appetite, he fell into a 
Dropſical and Oedematous {welling of his Legs. 
After many things had been tryed in vain by o- 
ther Phyſicians,at length I was call'd,and quench- 
ing the flame, which was in his Blood and Spirits, 
by the uſe of the Peruvian Bark, I allo brought his 
ſweats within moderate bounds : By which means 
the ſick Perſon lying in Bed as he ought to doythe 
ſwelling of his Legs alſo plainly vaniſht, though

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the proper Liquor for ſeparating the Chyle ) a 
it commonly happens in the Jaundice, .together 
with a great weakneſs of the Body, and waſting 
of the Fleſh: Or elſe in yellow Stools, as in the 
Celiack Paſſion, which either is from an Obſtru- 
Rion of the Pancreatick Juice, and that which 
is ſeparated by the Glands of the Inteſtines, or 
uſes to happen from the depravation of the Na- 
ture of choſe Juices. In the firſt caſe the Urine 
is much tinged with a Yellow, or Jaundice co- 
lour, but in the lattgr it is quite contrary. In 
both of them, the Chyle not being ſeparated 
from the Excrementitious parts of the Food, the 
Blood is depriv'd of its due recruits, upon which 
I have often obſerved that an Atrophy, or Con- 
ſumption, and that no lingring one, has ſeized 
the ſick Perſons. 

Sreptulem Finally, this general Symptomatical Conſump- 

"be 2femtery tion is ſometimes cauſed by many and large 
Serophulous Kernels preternaturally ſituated in 
the Meſentery, by which (the Milky Veins be- 
ing ſtraightned as with a Thread, or being com- 
preſt) the paſſage of the Nutritious Liquor, 
which is ſeparated in the Inteſtines, and taken 
in by the mouths of the LaRteal Veins into the 
Mafs of Blood, is either totally, or in part hin- 
dred. In which eaſe the Stools are large, and 
Chylous, the Belly grows hard, and is [well'd, 
but the Urine flows in a very little quantity, yet 
keeps its Natural colour. Thereupon, the Blood 
not being every day repleniſhed with new Chyle, 
the Muſcular Parts are deprived of their due 
Nouriſhment, and daily pine away, and at 
length are waſted to the degree of a Maraſme, 
though the Appctite at the fame time be greedy, 
and the Patient continues almoſt always free

as I had made a diligent Enquiry into the cauſe 
of this Conſumption, I preſently found his Bel- 
ly, which was very much, and unequally tumi- 
fyed, every where full of ſwellings, which were 
diſpoſed here and there in cluſters, which yet 
could not be diſcerned without prefling very 
bard with ones fingers.

the immediate cauſe of this Diſtemper.

And indeed Nature has made this Proviſion for 
yery great Reaſons. For if a free and quiec 
paſſage were every day allowed but to the ſmat 
leſt Body, or Particles, that are heterogeneous, 
how ſoon would there be an end of Man's Life 
by the ſtuffing of the ſmall branches of the 

ind-pipe, which by reaſon of the ſtraightne's 
of the paſlages uſe ſometimes to be ſtuffr, and 
Aſthmatically ſtopt even by the Air it {elf wheg 
it is thicker than ardinary. But how fierce ſo- 
ever and continual this Catarrhous Cough is, as 
being provok'd by a tickling from a continual 
Excretion and Diſtillation of Rheum from the 
Glands in the Wind-pipe, yet as it is always at 
the beginning moiſt, and joyned with a great 
flux of Humours ; ſo likewiſe it is accompanied 
wich no weight, ar oppreſſion of the Lungs, or 
ſhortneſs of Breath, which for the moſt part are 
obvious to our Obſervation in a4 Conſumptive 
Cough, and that in the very beginniog.

I fay, theſe Patients do, throw out a 
great plenty of thin, clear Spittle from the Sa- 
livatory Ducs, and likewiſe hawk up from the 
Tonfils ſome Glutinous Phlegm, that is ſome- 
times ſale, ſometimes inlipid, which may happen 
alſo to thoſe that are welt fometimes from the 
ſame cauſe, to wit, by reaſon the Sahivatory 
Dus, and Glandulous Parts ſeated in the Throat 
are ſqueez'd, and as it were milke by this violent 
motion. But nevertheleſs this Cough is to be 
reckoned a dry one, becauſe there is no Rheum 
or Phlegm thrown out of the Wind-pipe, or the 
branches of it. And it is as true that this dry 
Covgh uſes ſometimes to turn to a Catarrhous 
Cough, and ſuch as is attended wich a flux of 
Rheum, as the Wind-pipe and the branches of 
it ſapply a continval flux of Humour, which is 
ſomerimes crude, ſometimes in the form of con- 
coted Phlegm ( as it uſes to be in a true and 
genuine Catarrh.)

Catarrh is at firſt humoroſe, as I ſaid before. 
Secondly, in that a ſimple Catarrh goes off in a 
few Days, at moſt in a few Weeks; to wit, ſo 
ſoon as ever that accidental Feveriſh Fermenr 
occaſioned by taking of cold does by degrees 
once ceale to put the Maſs of Blood any longer 
into an extraordinary motion. Which' being 
once done, the Glandulous Coat of the Wind- 
pipe does no more ſeparate or ſpew out any Hu- 
mour, but what it does Naturally. Erom whence 
it comes to palſs,that what remains of that Rheum, 
which is ſeparated by theſe Glands, being no 
longer attenuated wich a new flux of the Hu- 
mours, is by degrees: concocted by the Natural 
hear of the parts into a Phlegm that reſembles 
purulent Matter, and is cough'd up in that form, 
and chereupon the Serum or Humour being 
thrown out when it is firſt ſeparated, the Glan- 
dules quickly recover their Natural Tone with- 
out any hard Swelling, or Tubercle remaining.

But that I may more particularly ſay ſome- 
thing of the beginning and riſe of theſs Tuber- 
cles: As far as I have been able hicterto tolearn, 
either from the inſpeion of the dead Bodies of 
ſuch as have had a Conſumption, or by Reaſon- 
ing ; a crude Tubercle or Swelling is bred from 
the Obſtruction of ſome Glandulous part of the 
Lungs ; 'to wit, when a greater quantity of Se- 
rum, or Water is ſeparated from the Blood, than 
is thrown out by the Du& of the Glandule: 
From whence it comes to paſs, that as the Part 
affeted being too much diſtended by the Hu- 
mour that is impriſoned in it, is deprived of its 
Naturgl Tone, and thereupon is no longer able 
to ſpew or throw out the Serum, or Water that 
flows into it, or is ſeparated ; ſo likewiſe the 
Humour, that is ſo ſhut up, not being any more 
renewed by an influx of freſh Humor, does by 
degrees grow dry and hard from the Natural 
heat of the Part: From whence ariſes a hardneſs, 
that reſiſts a prefſure, or a Tubercle ( of which 
we are now ſpeaking) which in progreſs 
of time; after the Natural Tone of the 
Part is in this manner: deſtroyed, is wont to be 
inflam'd, and to turn to an Apoſtem ſooner 
or later, according to the Nature of the Lympbs,

Secondly, this ſeparation of the colliquated 73» ty 4+ 
Humours is made likewiſe by the pores of the _ of the 


Skin in large and colliquative Sweats. 

For theſe Sweats differ in their degree,to wit, 
according to the different degree of the Colli- 
quation of the Blood, and 'of the Fever Fic, 
which precedes, and is the caule of it. For the 
Sweats always come on, when the Putrid Fever 
is going off, to wit, after Midnight, For this 
Fever - (whether it be a Tertjan or Quotidian ) 
comes like other Intermitting Fevers at a certain 
hour ( which is about Noon, or a little after) 
with a manifeſt chilneſs, but then proceeding 
for ſome hours with a burning Heat, Drought, 
Reſtleſnefs, Vomiting, ſhortneſs of Breath, a 
continual, fierce, and violent Cough, want of 
Slzep, yea, ſometimes alfo Light-headedneſs; and 
a very red colour in the Cheeks, proceedin 
from the Oppreffion of the Lungs, and thoſe 
parts that are ſeated under the ſhore Ribs : Buc 
at length, to wit, abour Midnighe, it ends in 
vaſt and colliquative Sweats. At which time the 
Parient ſleeps quietly, breaths not ſo ſhort as be- 
fore, and plentifally coughs up concocted Phlegm 
without any difficulty or pains, having the Symp- 
toms of the Fever all gone off altogether of their 
own accord. For at this time the ſtream of the 
colliquated Humour is turned from the Lungs, 
and carried to the Pores of the Skin. And by 
that means the Patient ſeems all the Morning ta 
be free from a Fever, his Heat js moderate, and 
his Pulſe low, until at length another new Fic 
ſciges him, and þreaks the Treacherous m_

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And from theſe remiflions of their Fits it often 
happens that theſe kind of Conſumptive People, 
even when they are lookt upon as deplorable by 
others , flatter themſelves extreamly with the 
hopes of their Recovery ; ſo that the ſame Per. 
ſons that at Night uſe to think themſelves irre- 
coverable, and tell choſe about them they ſhould 
certainly dye, yet the next Morning they al- 
ways pluck up their Courage, and in vain en- 
tertain the hopes of living long. 
The fupping "Tis true indeed, theſe Colliquative Sweats 
of theſe cauſing a great expence of the Nutritious Juice, 
= nn :-- do commonly ſpur on the Patient's Conſump- 
tieve the F4- tion, and quickly make him a Skeleton. And 
h-rewen the YEt he muſt not expe& any relief or benefit 
A from the violent ſtopping of them, either by the 
Bod ſeme Change of Air, or riſing out of Bed in the Night; 
*er v9 which I have ofcen ſeen prov'd true by Expe- 
rience. For the Blood thereupon growing hot, 
does not melt or diflolve ere the lels, but when 
this paſſage of the colliquated Humour is once 
ſtopt by Art, Nature preſently opens ſome new 
Sluces to carry that troubleſome Load another 
way, (though it may be more inconvenient) as 
As imo the either into the cavity of the Breaſt, from whence 
Brea 9 ** there follows a Dropſie of the Breaſt, with an 
Belly, &c. increaſe of their Cough, and an intolerable dif- 
ficulty of Breathing ; or into the cavity of the 
Belly, and into the Legs and Thighs, in the Na- 
ture of a Dropſie in thoſe; parts ; or elſe by the 
Glandules of the Guts, whereupon there ariſes 
a violent Laoſeneſs, that is no leſs Colliquative 
than the Sweats themſelves: Yea, and ſome- 
times even a Bloody-flux (if the colliquated 
Humour be very ſharp) attended with dreadful 
Conyulſions and Torments of the Bowels,which 
bids defiance to all the Medicines that are uſed

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to cure a Dyſentery ; as I found in the deplo- 
rable caſe of Mr. Lechmere, and likewiſe ſome 
other Perſons that have been in a Conſumption, 
who being by that Symptom thrown into the laſt 
degree of a Conſumption, with a Hippocratick 
Face, dyed as quickly as they did miſerably. 
But this Thread of my Diſcourſe has unexpeR- 
edly brought me to the other Diagnoſtick ſigns 
of a confirm'd Conſumption, of which I muſt 
likewiſe ſay ſomething briefly. 
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Thirdly, This Colliquation (as ſoon as the te coligue- 
Conſumption comes once to be confirmed ) is '«7 #ever 
often made by the Glands of the Guts, in the conjunyrien 
Nature of a thin and wateriſh Loolenels, or elſe { fs 
of a Bloody-Flux. For the Blood when it can- the Ga. 


not in this colliquative ſtate affimilate the freſh 
Nutritious Juice to it ſelf, nor unite it to the ſo- 
lid Parts, by reaſon of its own Preternatural 
Heat and Sharpneſs, does frequently endeavour 
to drive it down, and throw it out as an unpro- 
fiable Burden by theſe Glandules likewiſe. But 
Nature does not uſe to endeavour the expul- 
ſion of her Enemy this way,unleſs it be either for 
want of Care, or deſignedly that the High-way 
by the Pores of the Skin is ſtopt, or at leaſt , 
when this way alone is not ſufficient to ſerve her 
purpoſe, by reaſon of the greatneſs of the Col- 
liquation. And therefore a Looſeneſs is juſtl 

to be reckoned, for the moſt part, one of the la 

and fatal Diagnoſtick ſigns of a confirm'd Con- 
ſumption. For excepting only the caſe of ſuch 
Perſons as have the Scurvy with their Conſump- 
tion, who are always ſubje& to Colliquations of 
the Sera by the Glands of the Guts, and Sali- 
vatory Glands, a Looſenels is wont to ariſe, and 
joyn it ſelf ro a Conſumption not long before 
the Patient dyes. For as it ſhews Naturs to be 
in 
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ita very great flame, fo it ſtrangely haſtens 
and promotes its farther Deſtru@ion. 
Thi- Looe- This Looſeneſs is ſometimes moderate, in as 
meſs % Pr0- much as it is always proportionate to the preſent 
It preſens ſtare of the colliquated Blood, but in others it 
fee l,2* is violent, and accompanied with racking pains, 
Blood. Which uſually defies the power of Opiates, and 
all manner of Aſtringent Medicines ; or at leaſt 
returns upon taking of the leaſt Cold, or drink- 
ing a draught of Beer, or omitting the uſe of 
Opiate Medicines. And fo long as the Looſe- 
neſs is ſtopt by the Narcotick Power of Medi- 
cines, we uſually have a difficulty of Breathi 
in which the Patient is almoſt choak'd, or a, 
Dropſie, or ſome other Symptoms no leſs trou- 
bleſome, nor leſs dangerous arife. For the Blood 
being once brought by degrees to an irrepara- 
ble and incurable ſtate of Colliquation, the crude 
Nutritious Juice, that is continually carried a- 
bout in the Maſs of Blood, does, when one Door 
is ſhut, find ſome other, and it may be one that 
is more prejudicial and troubleſome to the Pa- 
tient.

And for Diureticks, they 

are plainly of no uſe in this caſe, becauſe even 

the ſtrongeſt of them cannot promote a Flux of 

Urine, but rather cauſe a greater Colliquation 

in the Blood, by attenuating, and heating of it 

more. Whereupon there is cauſed a greater and 

quicker flux of the Water into the cavities of 

the Body, and into the lower Limbs, where ic 

has a free paſſage, ſo as to increaſe the Dropſie. 

Fifthly, and laſtly, In this univerſal Colli- 4: 2-f tte 
quation Nature ſinking a little before the Perſon __ 
dyes, makes it her buſineſs to throw out the jrew» wr 
Serum, or Juice that is full of diſtempered and f 16cfirom, 
purulent Particles, by the Tonſils, and other 
Glands, that are ſeated in the Throat, as alſo 
by the Salivatory Ducts of the Mouth. From From whence 
whence there are wont to ariſe two new Symp- 14 kueis 
toms, and they very troubleſome ones ; to wit, 751: 
a great heat about the Tonſils, and the Parts 
that ſerve for ſwallowing. Whereby ic comes 
to paſs, that the Patient can ſcarce ſwallow any 
thing but with grievous pain. Which Symptom » 
is wont to proceed from a light Inflammation 
of theſe parts, cauſed not only by the perpetual 
agitation of them by the Cough and external 
Cold ; but likewiſe by the ſeparation and ſpew- 
iag out of the Feveriſh Serum and ſharp Matter. 

Secondly long and troubleſome Thruſhes _ 2.4 Thraſh, 
throug 
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through the whole Mouth, which ariſe from 
the diſtemper'd ſtate of the Spittle : But eſpe- 
cially if the Looſeneſs that they have been fol. 
lowed with, has been violently ſtopt with Opi- 
ates, and Aſtringent Medicities. For hereupon 
Nature (when the Door by which the Serum 
uſes to paſs, is once ſtopt ) endeavours, though 
in vain, to force out her Enemy by the paſlages 
of the Spittle. By which means it comes to 
paſs, that the parts of the Mouth being tinged 
with that ſharp Humour, happen to be inflam'd 
and ulcerated with the Acrimony of that diſtem- 
per'd ahd feveriſh Serum, which is ſeparated and 
thrown out by the Glandulous Membrane of the 
Mouth. Which indeed is the immediate cauſe 
of this Symptom, which how troubleſome ſoe- 
ver it is, -does nevertheleſs plainly defic what- 
ever either Art or Nature can do, becaule the

but alſo-hard-and ſtrong, yea, likewiſe rites up 
more in one place than in another, ſo as to feol 
ſomewhat like a Saw, when one feels it with ſe- 
veral Fingers together.

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accidentally from a painful Spaſm of the Lungs 
cauſed only by an Inflammation, which is often 
immediately relieved by Bleeding. 

But when inthe progreſs of the Diſtemper a 
Putrid Intermitting Fever comes on from the 
gathering of Matter in the Lungs, the Pulſe is 
very uncertain,” to wit, in the Morning before 
the Fit ic is ſomewhat quick, and weak ; quick 
from the He&ick Feveriſh diſpoſition of the 
Blood ; but weak from the exhauſted and impo- 
veriſhe Habit of the Body at this time for want 
of the reparation, which ſhould be made by due 
and ſufficient Nouriſhment : But in the Fit it is 
quick and ſtrong ; quick from the He&ick Fe- 
ver, {trong from the preſent Orgaſm, or preter- 
natural Commotion of the Blood, But when 
the Sweat begins to come on, both the preter- 
natural quickneſs and the ſtrength of the Pulte 
are by little and little abated, until the ſtrength 
of it is renewed by the next Fir. 

Secondly, the Urine, when the Diſtemper 
fir{t ſeizes the Patient, is in ſome degree lels than 
uſual, and ſomewhat high-coloured, according 
to the degree of the Hedtick Fever, and being 
expoſed to the Air, turns thick with ſome ſettling 
at the bottom, as abounding wich more Chylous 
Particles than it ſhould do. / /But when the Tu- 
bercles begin once to be inflam'd, it is very red; 
and high-colour'd : But as foon as the Putrid 
Fever trom the Apoſtemes of thoſe Tubercles 
ſucceeding the Inflammation of 'them comes to 
be one of the Symptoms, it is high-colour'd, s 
it uſes to be in Intermitting Fevers, and thick, 
and at length being expoſed tothe external cold, 
has a white ſettling like Meal, and 'ſometimes 
a little red ; for the Blood in this Colliquartive 
ltate ſeparates the Nutritious Juice by the _ 
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of the Kidneys as well as by other Glands. 
Though it muſt be confeſt, that Perſons in a 
Conſumption, that are Scorbutical, atd Hypo-

pf which, a Phyfician muſt needs be very often ©*"**> 
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withal when he was a Youth, is yet living in the 
fiftieth Year of his Age, though in the whole 
courſe of this-time- he has been lean, troubled 
with a Cough, and often had touches of a Fe- 
ver, and been freed from ſeveral Putrid Fever 
by our Art. And thus my dear Father, who 
himſelf was a very skilful Phyſician, though he 
was. troubled with a continual Cough, a diff- 
culty of Breathing, frequent Putrid Fevers, a 
light degree of a Heeica Heat, though conti- 
nua]; did nevertheleſs by this means ſpin out his 
Life, though he continued ſickly, from the thir- 
tieth to the ſixtieth Year of his Age; and at 
laſt did not dye of a Conſumption of his Lung, 
(from which he ſeemed for the laſt three Years 
of his Life to be more free than he had been 
before) but of that Epidemical, that continued 
Putrid Fever, which reigned publickly all over 
Evgland in the Year 1658. The ſame thing | 


obſerved in Mrs. Daviſon, a Merchant's Wife in 
London, for the ſpace of fifteen Years, and in a 
certain Merchant that lived in Phi/pot-Lane, who 
after ſeveral Inflammatory Fevers, that returned 
often in a Year from every little occaſion, at 
length happened to have ſuch an extraordinary 
exulceration of his Lungs, that he dyed of it, 
together with a Dropſie, and the other uſual 
Sy mptoms of a Fatal Conſumption of the Lung, 
when he was about Sixty Years old. I could 
likewiſe give ſeveral Hiſtories of this Nature, but 


ſe of at preſent I ſtudy brevity. As for the caule of

ariſe from it, by reaſon of ſome peculiar dyſ- 
craly of the Blood, have their Original from 
ſome malignant or cancrous Humour, or a Hu- 
mour that is apt to cauſe a Gangreen, ( as I 
remember it has ſometimes happened) the Di- 
ſtemper is not only certainly Mortal, but alſo 
quick, and very Acute, and ſuch as carries off 
the Patient in a few Months, and it may be 
Weeks. But if they ariſe from ſome benign, 
mild, and cold Humour, ſuch as is leſs apt for 
Inflammation and Putrefaction, the Patient gains 
a longer, though a miſerable Truce for his Life, 
But it the Maſs, that is contained in the hard- 
ned Glands, be (as it is often ſeen in ſome Scor- 
butical Perſons, and much more in thoſe that 
are Scrophulous ) either not at all, or at leaſt 
but more ſlowly diſpoſed to an Inflammation 
and Putrefa&ion, the Diſtemper is very Chro- 
nical, and the Patient living in a ras Piaas 
and Sickly ſtate for many Years, is at length 
ſometimes ſeized, and carryed off by ſame other 
Diſeaſe, as appears plainly from the inſtances I 
have before mentioned. For fo long as the Lungs 
are qnly ſtuffe, or che Tubercles, that ariſe from 
that ſtuffing, remain in a crude ſtare, the Per- 
ſon's Life, though it be miſerable, yet is not 
brought into' any ſudden danger, though he is 
troubled wich an Oppreflion of his Breaſt, ſome 
difficulcy of Breathing, and a frequent Cough 
all which Symproms are wont to be increaſed 
even from the taking of the leaſt Cold, or che 
committing of any Error in his Diet, and that 
with the addition of an uncertain Fever for a 
time. Likewiſe ſome degree of a continual He- 
dical Heat may be perceived in the Solid Parts,

From this Treaſure of Simple and Compound 
Medicines, a Prudent Phyſician ought with the 
Direction of his Judgment - and Experience, to 
compole and preſcribe divers Medicines in the 
ſeveral degrees of the Diſtemper, and accord 
ing to che Exigence of the Symptoms, as there 
ſhall be occaſion, in that form which ſhall be 
moſt prateful yo the Patient, that he may- be 
always able-to anſwer the preſent Indications 
in the whole courſe of the- Diſtemper , and 
not inſiſt, like a Quack, upon one ſingle Me 
dicine, as a Charm for the Diſeaſe.

Of the Method of Citre in dn Original 
Conſumption of the Lungs. 


N the beginning of this Diſtemper (to wit, 
when the Lungs, the Wind-pipe, and Glan- 
dules that are diſperſed through all that Pipe, 


the conſtant ſpewing out of the Serum, that is 
ſeparated from the Mals of Blood, and they are 
troubled with a continual Cough, eſpecially in 
the Night, proceeding from thence ) the new 
influx of Catarrhous Rheum into theſe parts is 
to bs ſtopt by all proper means, and the Hu- 
mours that are already lodg'd there,muſt be con- 
coded as ſoon as may be. And therefore, 
| Firſt, There muſt be ſome Blood taken from 
the Atm, (eſpecially if the Patient has a fulneh 
of Blood, and has before been accuſtamed to 
Bleed) to the quantity of Six, Seven, Eight, 
or Ten Ounces ; not only to abate the Effervef 
cence, and conſequently the Colliquation of the 
lood ; but likewiſe to prevent the Swelling and 
flammation of the Lungs themſelves, and to 
take away the Feveriſh Heat, which is uſually 
cauſed by the continual agitation of the parts 
of the Breaft by the Cough, and by the want of 
Reſt, which follows upon it. This opening of 
a Vein (where the Indications require it) is to 
be done once, twice, or thrice, at due inter- 
vals; eſpecially where there is a flux of colliquz 
ted Serum, in the form of a ſuffacative Catarrh, 
| | together 
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together with a plentiful Expe&oration of crude 
Phlegm, that comes near to the Natnre of a 
Rheum ; or where there is a very Aﬀhmatical 
difficulty of Breathing, a pain of the Side, or 
any ſigns of a Rheumatick, Pleuritick, or Pe- 
ripneumanick diſpoſition ; or laſtly, where a Sur- 
ſeit, or a too plentiful drinking of Wine, or 
other Spirituous Liquors have preceded. And 
indeed I do not at all donbt but Catarrhs, and oe 
ordinary Coughs do very often turn to a Con- cougtr ſave- 
ſumption of the Lungs for want of dae Bleed- inet im it 
ing and fanning of the Blood in the beginning ti-=. 

of this Diſtemper : And moreover we have rea- 

ſon to ſuſpe& that the Concretion, or hard knots 

in the Glandulous parts of the Lungs, and the 

He&ick Heat proceed from thence. 

Secondly, After Bleeding it is very neceſſary, 4ficr bleed- 
eſpecially if the Diſtemper had its beginning fp: 
from a Surfeit;. or if there be a nauſeating and 
diſpoſition to Vomit joyned with it, to preſcribe 
a gentle Vomit of Honey of Squills, or Oxymel of 
Squills 3 yea, and ſometimes of the Infuſion of 
Crocus Metallorum, to be taken m a moderate 
quantity. By which Vomiting not only the Sto- 
mack, that was oppreſt with a load of Humours, 
may be caſed, and the ſickneſs of the Stornack 
ariſing from thence, may be removed, and the 
Digeſtion reſtored ( all which are to be highly 
valued ;) but likewiſe the heap of Humonrs 
which were before lodged in the Lungs, uſes by 
the exagitation or ſhaking of theſe parts in Vo- 
miting, to be expeRtorated very conſiderably , 
ol MW not without a remarkable eaſing of that heavy 
weight, which was cauſed by that load. And 
"M1 have not only ſeen ſeveral Empericks boaſt , 
and that not without good Succeſs, that they 
"could cure any incipient Conſumption this way, 
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but likewiſe I my ſelf, by the Dire&ion of Rex 
fon, and the Encouragement of Experience, 
have many times in the ſame manner ſtopt the 
Progreſs of a Conſumption in the beginning of 
it, in a very ſhort time. 
Au is ſome This Vomiting (cocky if the Patient bears 
repeated, It well, and finds Relief by it, and if ic be ne. 
ceſlary ) may be repeated every third er fourth 
day, for three or four times. 
The mo#t The moſt convenient time to give a Vomit in 
mere etve ODS Cale, is a little before the Evening, but they 
- F-mit, Ought to bleed firſt the day before, /for fear the 
Blood ſhould be heated by the violent agitation 
of the Parts, and by that means a Fever ſhould 
be brought on, or increaſed if there was one be 
fore: And likewiſe to prevent a ſpitting of Blood, 
. Which is wont to ariſe from the more vehement 
ſtraining of the parts of the Breaſt cauſed at this 
time by Vomiting before the Blood- Veſſels have 
been emptied. It is alſo very convenient when 
when +h, the Vomit has done working , to Order ſome 
Yamin ba Opiate, not only to temper the heat of the Blood 
ve. excited by the ſtraining and agitation, but like- 
an Opiate, wiſe to hinder a new influx of Rheum into the 
Lungs, which uſes to ariſe from this violent agi- 
tation of the parts. 

The forms of the Vomits and Opiates, which 
I commonly uſe in this caſe, are theſe which 
follow. 

Take of Honey of Squills half an Ownce ; let it 
be given in.a Draught of Poſſet-drink, and re- 
peated twice or thrice in an hour, if the Patient 
does not Vomit ſufficiently. Which is a Vomit 
mighty proper for Children and Young People, 
being gentle, and very grateful. - Or, 

Take Oxymel of Squills, Oyl of ſweet Almond, 
of egch an Ounce, Mix them, Le the fr

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take it diſſolved in a large draught of Poſſet- 
drink, and repeat it twice or thrice in an hour 
(if it be neceſſary) to promote his Vomiting,

Take of the Infufion of Crocus Metallorum ſeven 
Drams, Syrup of Violets two -Drams : mix them for 
a Vomit. And in the time of its working (if it 
be needful) give Oyl of ſweet Almonds, and Oxy- 
mel of Squills, of each balf an Once, in a draught 
of Poſſet-drink once or twice. 

Salt of Vitriol is not ſo convenient, becaule it 
continually twitches, and irritates with its ſtyp- 
ticity the Glandulous parts about the Throat, 
and fo uſes to cauſe a greater flux of Rheum, and 
ſo a troubleſom and long Cough after the Vomi- 
ting is over. 

The forms of the Opiates to be given after Vo- 
miting, are theſe which follow. 

Take Cordial Milk-water, Carduw-water, of each 
an Ounce ; of Barley Cinnamon-water half an Ounce, 
Syrup of white Poppies ſix Drams. Mix them for a 
Draught. Or, 

Take of the clear Peforal DecoFFion four Ounces , 
of Tinfture of Saffron two Drams, of Helmont's Li- 
quid Laudanum fifteen drops, of Syrup of Violets two 
Drams. Mix them for a Draught. Or, 

Take of Coltsfoot-water two Ounces, Ol of ſweet 
Almonds freſh drawn, Syrup of white Poppies, of 
each an Ounce. Mix them. Or if the Patient 
likes the form of a Bolws better, 

Take old Conſerve of Red Roſes, Mithridate, or 
Venice-Treacle , Conſerve of Wood-Sorrel , » of each 
balf a Dram, of London Laudanum half a Grain.

But whenever he takes a Purge, that Night 
after it has done working there muſt be an 
Opiate given, as afrer the Vomits, to calm the 
Commotions in the Blood, and to give the Lung 
ſome quiat, for fear there ſhould arile a new in- 
flux of Humours into the Lungs from the agi- 
tation of the Blood by the Purges. 

And for the ſame Reaſon it is convenient to 
mix ſome Opiate with Stomachick Purges, to be 
taken juſt before they go to. ſleep. As for Ex- 
ample. 

Take of Roſe-Aloes a Scruple, or fre and twent) 
Grains, of Hounds-Tongue Pill balf a Scruple. Mix 
them, and make them into four Pills to be gilt;

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amongſt Apothecaries, becauſe it not only Car- 
ries the Humours down by ſtool, but alfo hin- 
ders a new influx of them into the Lungs. Or, 
Take of the Stomack-Pill with Gums, 

gine, Maſtick Pill, or Pills of Amber, balf s dram, 
or two Scruples, of Londen Laudanum one Grain ; 
mix, and make them up into four Pills, te be 
gile, which muſt be repeated every third Night, 
for three times. 


Yea, if the flux of Rheum be violent, and a .4» 
ſhortneſs of Breath, or weight, or ſtraightneſs ** 


them, ſome Opiate muſt be given every Night; 
becauſe it may not only procure ſleep, and fo 
hinder the Efferveſcence of the Humours and 
Blood ; but alſo by ſtopping a new influx of the 
Humours into the Lungs, may promote the In- 
craſſation, ConcoQion, and ExpeRoration of 
thole Humours, which are already lodged there. 
So that T can from Experience confidently af- 
firm, that although Opiates are for the moſt part 
of ſome uſe in the whole courſe of the Cure of 
a Conſumption, yet they are more ſafe, bene- 
hicial, and egiiny in the beginning, and with- 
out the uſe of them no great matter can be done 
in preventing the progreſs of this Diſtemper. 


Fourthly, in this ſtate of the Diſeaſe Diapho- njptere- 


retick Medicines are likewiſe very profitable, be- _ 
cauſe they plentifully carry off the Serum, which F 


is continually colliquated from the Blood, by the

Theſe Intentions (ro wit, the ſpeedy Con- 
coction of that Maſs which is lodg'd in the Lungs, 
and the preventing of a new influx of it) are 
likewiſe ſatisfied by Compoſitions made of Bal- 
ſamick and Agglutinating Medicines. As for 
Example. 

Take the Pulp of Conſerve of Red Roſes, of Wood- 
Sorrel, of each an Ounce and half, of Olibanum three 
Dram, of Natural Balſam two Scruples; mix them, 
and make an Eleuary, of which let the Pa- 
tient take the quantity of a Wallnut three times 
a day at Phyſical hours, and drink after it a 
quarter of a Pint of the following Apozeme 
warm.

If a tickling Cough, by reaſon of the Acri-

tering and Pectoral Medicines, which have been 
already deſcribed (fo far as the Stomack can 
bear them. ) But the chiefeſt benefit is to be ex- 
pected from the long uſe of Balſamick Medi- 
ciges, as of my Balſamick Pills before preſcribed, 
and of other things of the like kind (fo there 
be no conſiderable Fever : ) And by this means 
I have (with the Blefling of God) recovered a 
great many Conſumptive Perſons ( whoſe Tu- 
bercles ſeemed to be of a cold Nature, and crude, 
and ſo the Conſumption ſlow, and Chronical ) 
to a former ſtate of Health, and the Lives of 
ſome I have preſerved ſeveral Years, though 
they have continued ſickly. In a Scorbutical and 
Hypochondriacal diſpoſition it is proper allo to 
mix Mynſjcbt's Extratt, or ſome other Chalybeates, 
and mild Antiſcorbuticks with theſe Balſamick 
Medicines ; as likewiſe Remedies againſt che 
King -- Ewvilin a Scrophulous diſpoſition : Of which 
Cry ſpeak more afterwards under their proper 


But now beſides the altering Medicines ( al- 
ready deſcribed ) which are given in a little 
quantity, and at certain hours, we muſt do all 
wecan to temper the Feveriſh Heat of the Blood, 
and to eradicate the inexhauſted ſtock of Hu- 
mours lurking in the Habit of the Body, toge- 
ther with the Colliquation ariſing from it, by 
making the Patient cake them plentifully, and 
continually in the manner of a Diet. And there. 
fore we muſt not only diligently make choice of 
luch Food as affords good Juice, and corrects the 
ſharpneſs of the Humours, as Partridges, and 
Mountain-Birds, potch'd Eggs, Oyſters, the Feet 
of Animals, together with Gelly-Broths, and 
Gellies made of them ; alſo Craw-fiſh, ——_

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Teſtaceons Fiſhes, with Broths artificially made 
of them ; ſome forms of which. I ſhall after: 
wards ſubjoyn ; but allo the Chalybeate Mineral 
Waters, a Pe&oral Mead, a Milk Diet, Aſles 
Milk, Milk-water, Pig-water, Snail-water, and 
other Liquors, that ſoften and cake off the ſharp. 
nels of the Blood, mult be ordered to be taken 
plentifully in the manner of Drink: Likewiſe 
Iſſues, ſhaving of the Head, and the application 
of proper Plaiſters are of great advantage. Of 
the uſe of which, and the Cautions that are to 
bs taken in the uſe of them, I ſhall briefly and 
particularly propoſe my own Obſervations. 
If the Hetick And firſt, if the HeRical Heat be moderate, 
en4"+/; and almoſt inſenſible, from whence we may con- 
te Chaly- jeure that thoſe fixt Swellings of the Lungs are

and that notonly during the time of their drink 
ing the Waters, but alſo all the next Winter. 
From whence we have reaſon to conclude, that 
thoſe Swellings, if they are not perfe&ly eradi- 
cated by the uſe of the Waters, at leaſt are | 
ſened, and the Maſs of Blood mightily temper'd 
by them. And this palliative Cure (if wecat 
not obtain a perfe& one) is of ſome moment.

of Care, The Intentions of Cure in this degree of the 
Diſtemper are theſe four. Firſt, we muſt take 

care of the Lungs by the uſe of Pectoral and 
Antiphthiſical Medicines; and promote the Cure 

of the Ulcers (if they are ſmall, benign, and 
curable) to wit, ſo far as the preſent weak and 

low conditioti of the Patient\can bear. Second- 

ly, the Peripaeumonick , or Inflammatory Fe- 

ver muſt be taken off as often as it happens, to- 

gether with the direful Symptoms of it. Third- 

ly, the Putrid Fever ariſing from the Purulent 

Matter in the Lungs, muſt be relieved. Fourthly, 

and laſtly, we muſt help choſe troubleſome 
Symptoms ariſing from the Putrid Fever by the 
Colliquation ; that the Patient, if he does dye,

wal ove proper in this degree of the Confu , afe 
as are Altering, he = 
mick, 
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famick or Healing ; not too hot (becauſe of the 
intenſe degree of the Fever) but always Cor- 
dial, becauſe of the Patient's Weakneſs. Such 
alſo muſt be made choice of -as are moſt grateful, 
and may be given in the leaſt quantity, becauſe 
of the weaknels of their Stomack, and their ap- 
ticude to Vomir. As for Example : 

Take the old Conſerve of Red Roſes preſsd through 
8 Sieve, of Wood-ſorrel, Leucatellus's Balſam, of each 
an Ounce.

Feve, Tubercles of the Lungs; and therefore it is 
wont to return often, and to be renewed; to 
wit, as often as any new Tubercle happens to 
be inflamed, either of its own accord, and from 
its own Nature, or from taking of Cold, or any 


other Error committed in their management. 


So long as the Inflammation laſts this Fever con- 
ſtantly remains, and many times puts a ſudden 
and unexpeRed end to the Patient's Life, being 
attended with the ſucceflions of a Chilneſs, 
that comes at uncertain times, and a great Burn- 
ing, with Watchings, Reſtleſsneſs, Light-headed- 
neſs, Shortneſs of Breath, a difficult ExpeRo- 
ration, and with violent and wandring Pains of 
the Side, Breaſt, and Shoulders. But as ſoon 

' as the Inflammation begins to he-changed into 
an Apoſteme.which (if the Patient lives fo

All the time this Neceflity continues Opiate 7« c2/+ of 
Medicines muſt be given, not only frequently, meat 
but likewiſe in a good quantity.

Zympha made by the Bowels, which ate wont to 
ſcour in Conſumptive Perſons, that have a Scor- 
butical diſpoſition , by reaſon of the peculiar 
Tone of their Guts, more than in others : As I 
have obſerved in rery many, who have been ta- 
ken away in the very Flower of their Age by a 
Scorbutical Conſumption, attended with thoſe 
Racking Symptoms. So likewiſe many times in 
this ſtate of the Diſeaſe, others uſe to be ſuffi- 
ciently troubled with an extraordinary Colliqua- 
tion by the Wind-pipe, and the branches of it, 
cauſed by this Putrid Fever 5; whereupon the 
Cough that was before dry and moderate, now 
becomes violent, and continually troubleſome , 
with a plentiful ſpicting , ſometimes of a thin 
Rheum, ſometimes of a diſcolour'd, glutinous , 
and purulent Phlegm ; fo that the Patient by 
reaſon of his Cough troubling him both Day and 
Night, is wont to be afflited with almoſt con- 
tinual Watchings till he is light-headed. 

Theſe Symptoms too are not to be relieved 


without the uſe of Opium. But in this extream g,; 


degree of Weakneſs it muſt be allowed with a 


great deal of Caution, but ſparingly, and not ng 


without manifeſt Oy; becauſe from the 
ſtuffing of the Lungs cauſed by ic, there is wont 
to follow a very great difficulty of Breathing, a 
weak Pulſe, and a faultering of the Senſes, to- 
gether with a coldneſs of the extream parts, ſo 
that the Patient to the diſgrace of the Phyſician 
and his Art, does not ſeem fo much to dye, as 
to be kill'd. Therefore in this caſe I commonly 
uſe the following Lin##s, or ſome one of the 
ſame Nature.

But ſometimes ( when the Conſumption once 
comes near to its fatal Period, becauſe the col- 
liquative ſtate of the Blood is at this time fo 
much increaſed, that ſcarce any new Nonriſh-

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ment is united to the Solid parts, or retained in 
the Maſs of Blood) it happens that theſe Sweats 
become fo profuſe, that the Patient, when-ever 
he falls into a ſleep, does not only ſeem to lye, 
as it were, in a Flood of Water, which he finds 
very troubleſome, but likewiſe from a great ſink- 
ing of his Spirits, cauſed by thoſe vaſt Sweats , 
as ſoon as he awakes, he is taken with ſome de- 
gree of Swooning, 


In'which caſe his ſleeps muſt be ſhort, and 1-tb# cf 


(if there be occaſion) he muſt be awak'd out 57 5 


of his ſleep, before his Spirits are too languid 
with long Sweating. 

Alſo temperate Pearl Cotdials muſt be given 
often, and in a large quantity, to which it. is 
convenient to add Chalk, Coral, Dragons-blood, 
and other Temperating, Aſtringent, arid Em- 
plaſtick Ingredients, which may in ſome mea- 
ſure lock up and mitigate the fluid ſtate of the 
Blood. As for Example: 

Take the Waters of Tormentil, Plantain, Oak- 
buds, of each three Ounces, of ſmall Cinnamon-wa- 
ter fcur Ounces, of Aqua Mirabilis an Ounce, Pearl , 
and Coral prepared, Chalk, of each two Scruples , 
true Bole, Dragons-blood, of each balf a Dram, of 
Tapan-Earth a Scruple, of diſtilled Vinegar, or Spi- 
rit of Vitriol a ſufficient quantity to give a grateful 
ſharpneſs, of Syrup of Myrtils an Ounce and balf ; 
mix them, and make a Julep, of which let the 
Patient take two or three Ounces every third or 
fourth hour, ſhaking the Bottle.

Of relieving a Thruſh, a pain in the Throat , and 
Hiccough in the end of a Conſumption. 


Afﬀeer the flame of the Putrid Fever is kindled, 
but eſpecially when the excluſion of the colli- 
quated Matter by the Bowels and other Doors is 
hindred by Art, it ſometimes happens that Na- 
ture endeavours, though in vain, the extruſion 
of her Enemy by the Salivatory Ducts, and 
Glandulous Membrane of the Mouth and Gul- 
let. From whence a continual troubleſome ſpit» 
ting for many Weeks ariſes. Secondly, by reaſon 
of the ſharpneſs of che Humour ſeparared by 
theſe parts, there follows an Inflammation of the 
Membrane, not only of the Mouth, but alſo of 
the Gullet and Stomack. Thirdly, from the In- 
flammation there follows an Exulceration, and 
thereupon little Ulcers,commonly call'd a Thruſh, 
attended with a very troubleſome pain in the 
Throat ; as I obſerved in Mrs. Wells, and ſome 
other Conſumptive Perſons, who were wont to 
complain of this Symptom more than of the 
Original Diſtemper it ſelf. Fourthly, and fiſtly, 
a very troubleſome Hiccough ariſing from the 
Inflammation and Exulceration of the Stomack.

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as much as it is in his power, to give a helping 
hand with the uſe of Gargles to be ſquirted into 
the Mouth and Throat with a Syringe, which 
muſt be made of Cleanſing, Soft, Aſtringent,and 
Mucilaginous Ingredients: Such as we have often 
occaſion to uſe in our Practice, the forms of 
which we meet with every where in Anthors, 
under the Head of a Fever. 

But yer for the eaſing of this kind of pain in 
the Throats of Conſumptive Perſons, the keep- 
ing the backward Glands ſeated in the Throat 
continually Night and Day defended from the 
external Air with a covering of Flannel doubled, 
does a great deal of good ; from whence there 
may be more relief expected than from Gargles, 
or Mucilages.

Yea, ſometimes alſo it is not only the Diſtem- 
per, but likewiſe the Phyſician himſelf chat uſes 
to be the occaſion of this Conſumprion z to wit, 
when being greedy of Gain, and a little preſence 
Fame,hedoes in a perfunory manner,and with- 
out a due Method and neceſlary Evacuations,ra. 
ther ſuppreſs than root out the Fermene of the 
preceding Diſeaſe ; whereupon che Patient, not 
being ſo much cured, as tranſlated from ons Di. 
ſtemper to another, after ſome ſpace of time 
ſpent in a ſickly ſtate, falls into an Acute and 
Deplorable Conſumption. 

And indeed this kind of Conſumption (as 
far as I have been able to obſerve) is the moſt 
common of all others; and where we ſee one 
Original Conſumption of the Lungs, which ds 
pends meerly upon an alteration of the Blood 
prediſpoſing the Patient to it, there are five (and 
it may be ten) to be found, which proceed 
from Crapulous and Intermitting Fevers, from 
the Small-Pox, Meaſles, Scarlet Fevers, a Pleu- 
rilie, Peripneumony, Melancholy , and Hyſte- 
rick Aﬀections ; from the Kings-Evil, Scurvy , 
Green-Sicknels, Aſthma, Spitting of Blood, Stones 
in the Lungs, and ſometimes allo in the Kid- 
neys and Bladder ; from the French- Pex, Gout, 
ſtoppage of the Monthly Purgations, of Iſſues, 
a Gonorrhza, and of Old Ulcers, eſpecially ſuch 
as are Fiſtulous and Scrophulous. 

Which Symptomarical Conſumptions, beſides 
the general Nature of a Conſumption, uſe to 
have likewiſe a proper and peculiar Genius, or 
Diſpoſition of their own ; and thereupon they

I Shall ſpeak of this kind of Conſamption in 


the firſt place, becauſe it occurs moſt fre- 
quently in our PraRtice : For I remember more 
of this kind of Conſumptive Patients that I have 
cured,. or at leaſt have ſeen cured'by others, 
than of any other fort. 

For in a Scrophulous Conſamption the Blood, 
by reaſon of its preternatural Acrimony, being 
as it were coagulated, and ſo unable” pertealy 
to-unite the new Chyle to it ſelf, andthe ſolid 
parts, is wont to throw it in a greater quantity 
than is convenient upon the Glandulous Parts, 
where the ſmall Veſſels do not run in a right 
Line. as in the Muſcles, but ſpirally 5 from 
whence it comes to paſs, that the Blood is wont 
to-make a longer ſtay, and to ſtagnate longer in 
theſe, than in other parts, and ſo:to make 2 
more plentiful ſeparation of theNutritious Juice 
in them ; whereby it- comes to paſs, that theſe 
parts-are apt to. ſwell more, and to grow larger, 
and harder than others. And what: happens in 
other Glandulous parts, happens alſo in the Lungs 
themſelyes, which are every where full of in- 
numerable Glandules; but of ſome more con- 
ſpicuous ones upon/the Wind-pipe, and the 
branches of it, though in their Natural ſtate they 
ar2 not fo eaſily diſcerned : So that 'tis no won- 
der if choſe that have the Kings-Ewvil, who are 
frequenlty ſubje&t to Glandulous Swelling =

ExpeRorating, and other Pul- 
monary Medicines are uſeful to this kind of Con- 
ſujhprtive Patients, -as well as to others ; except 
Opiam, which muſt very ſeldom be given in this 
cafe, and that not without urgent Neceflity, be- 
cauſe of irs fixing and ſtopping Nature, But 
theſe Peftoral Medicines, though they do ſome 
good, ant! give ſome preſent relief, yet they do

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N all Scurvies, but eſpecially that which is 
Saline, the Blood always has in it a Ferment, 
which cauſes a great Colliquation, and likewiſe 
Secretion of the Chylous Lymph in the Glands;

Mr. Hunt, a Citizen of Londes, that had been 
a Scorbutical .and Hypochondriacal Man, lived 
almoſt from his Youth to the Seventieth Year of 
his Age in a Conſumptive ſtate, doing his Buſi- 
nels well enough by taking care, and rightly 
managingihimſelf without the help of Phyſick, 
till he was” above Sixty Years old, from which 
time being very much emaciated he was yery 
often ſubjeR to a Catarrhous Cough, that was 
alſo ſomething Aſthmatical, to a want of Ap- 
petite, eſpecially in the Winter, and likewiſe to 
a light Peripneumonical Fever from a ſlow 'In- 
fammation of the Tubercles of his Lungs : From 
which he was eaſily freed by the Advice of 'a 
Phyſician. He alſo had three Sons, alt which , 
though they were Scorbutical and Hypochondria- 
cal by Inheritance, yet they ras | ſtrong and 
luſty even to the Thirtieth Year of their Age. 
About which time they were all one after ano- 
ther ſeized by the ſame Right of Inheritance 
with a Conſumption occaſioned by Paſſions of 
the Mind, and the drinking of Spirituous Li- 
quors z from whence it came to pals, that by 
reaſon of their negle& of a due Government, 
this Diſtemper ( which was ſo Chronical in the 
Father) was Acute enough in his Sons; and (if 
I well remember) carried them all off before 
the ematiated Old Man dyed.

from the diſturbance and motion of ſome ſharp 
Stones in the ſubſtance of his Lungs. For the 
relieving of which Symptoms we did very little 
good with Bleeding, external Liniments, and 
PeRoral Medicines given . inwardly ; ſo that 
with the loſs of his Strength and Blood, cauſed 
by his ſpitting of Blood, and his pains return- 
ing almoſt every day, and by his want of Reſt, 
and Fever that attended them, a continual Cough, 
Oc. he was brought ſo low,and ſo much walled, 
asif he would in a ſhort time dye of a Conlump- 
tion. But with the long and plentiful uſe of O- 
fium in the open Air at Highgate, whither he was 
now gone for the Recovery of his Health, he 
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was at the ſame time freed from his ſpitting of 
Blood, and from his Pains, and fo he continued; 
recovering his Strength thereu every day, 
and being more and Ps Feed from by Fere 
and Conſumption, till at lepgth he ſeemed a 
florid in his Looks, and as plump in his Fleſh a 
he was before he ſpit Blood ; and now for four 
or five Years paſt he has followed his buſinef, 
and is in all things juſt as he was before his Di- 
ſtemper, but only having ſome degree of a dif- 
ficulty of Breathing, and a dry Cough, he can- 
not bear the ſmoaky Air of London ſo well as he 
uſed to do before, by reaſon of the ſtuffing of 
his Lungs, cauſed by the Stones that are fixed 
there, and his uſing a great deal of Laudanum.

Almoſt the ſame thing —_ to Mr.Smyth, 


an Apothecary in Aldermanbury, who from the 
moving of ſome Stones in the ſubſtance of his 
Lungs (ſeveral of which he had cough'd up):

A Young Man, living near Cripple-Gate, that 
was ſtrong, and every way found in his Entrails, 
a5 he was doing ſomething at his Trade of Whi- 
ting, by which he got a convenient Livelyhood, 
by chance with laughing heartily ler three Nails, 
which he held in his Mouth for his uſe, go down 
through his Wind-pipe into his Lungs.” Where- 
vpon being ſeized with a moſt violent Cough 
and continual cickling, he fell into a very great 
ſpitting of Blood.

lood to be taken from him. And indeed I ws 
forced - for many days continually to infiſt upon 
the uſe of ſeveral internal and external Reme- 
dies before the poor Patient found the leaſt caſe 
of his pain: But at length when his pain ws 
ſomewhat mitigated, yet I could hardly with my 
Skill promote any Expe&oration of Phlegm; 
nor wholly remove the Fever, though it ſeemed 
changed from the Nature of an Acute and Pe- 
ripneumonick, into a lingring and HeRtiek Fe-g 
ver. So that the Patient being now 'freed from 
the violence of the Symptoms, though he was 
always Feveriſh, yet he could ſleep, and eat his 
Food better than before: But yet be grew every 
day weaker, and, at length from an Univerſal 
Colliquation, he dyed plainly of a Conſumption 
within che ſpace of a Month or five Weeks.

1+ * Lungs has had its Original meerly from the al- 
teration of the Blood and Humours cauſed by 
the French Pox. 


And it is no wonder, when .the whole Mak ; 


of Humours is ſo manifeſtly altered,and brought 
- Into a colliquative ſtate by the Ferment of this 
Diſtemper (which is evident enough from the 
Malignant Swellings, Gonorrbea's, and Ulcers, 
that commonly accompany this Diſeaſe) if thele 
kind of Venereal Swellings and Ulcers happen 
ſometimes alſo in the ſpongy and ſoft Subſtance 
of the Lungs; whereupon a true Pul 
Conſymption mult neceſſarily follow. Indeed I 
have rather wondred|that we ever meet with the 
French Diſeaſe, eſpecially if it has been of a long 
ſtanding, or ill cured, without an Ulcer in the 
Lungs, and a Conſumption proceeding from it,

In the Cure of this kind of Conſumption , Th cure, 


beſides the General Method before preſcribed , 
I ſhall add theſes few things particularly to be 
obſerved. , 

Firſt, The former, and accuſtomed Ulcers 
muſt as far as it is poſlible be revived ; whereby 
the Humour may be diverted from the Lungs , 
and be evacuated by the uſual and leſs dangerous 
yents, though it may ſeem troubleſome. 

Secondly, But if this cannot be obtained (which 
indeed is very ſeldom done ) then frequene Iſſues, 
yea, and Veſicatories, but eſpecially applyed 
near the place which Nature firſt aflign'd tor the 
ſeparation of this Humour, ought to ſupply this 
defe&t, by which we may make ſome compen- 
lation to oppreſſed Nature, and particularly de- 
rive the Matter from the Lungs. 

Thirdly, In the beginning of this Conſump- 
tion, to wit, when the Glands of the Lungs be- 
gin to. ſwell ( which we may gueſs at by the 
Cough, difficulty of Breathing, and Feveriſh 
Heat ) we muſt uſe Bleeding, and allo repeat ic 
if ic be neceflary. By which the ſtagnation of 
the Blood, which ariſes from the firſt reception 
of the Matter into the Lungs, and ſo the ſwel- 
ling of the pare may be prevented, or at leaſt 
abated. 

Fourthly, Amongſt the more general Pectoral 
Medicines already deſcribed, I would commend

When it 
was fo, that they plainly. had no hopes of: the 
Patient's Life; I was at laſt ſent for by his Friends; 
not ſo much to Cure his Fever ( which they 
judged to be incurable before the Spring Weather 
came ) as to give him ſome help againit his Con» 
ſumption, Dropſie, and Scurvy, Diftempers thas 
raged fo violently, that they feemed to threaten 
almoſt immediate Death. But the Patient him- 
ſelf loathing even Food it ſelf, though the moſt 
delicious, much more Medicines, with the great 
quantity of which his Stomack had been long 
burdened, did_with a great deal of difficulty 
conſent that I ſhould atrempt his Cure with any 
kind of Medicines. But at length his Friends 
with much entreaty obtained this of him, that 
be would for three or four days take my Speci- 
tick Pills made of the Peruvian Bark, only for 
a Tryal. " 

In which time having taken ſix Drams of the 


Pouder, he preſently eſcaped che next Fir. The 
next days. when I came to fee my Patient, I 


found him plainly T riumphing over his Enemy, 
eating a potch'd Egg, and ready to ride out in 
Se 4 . 
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a Coach, which was now at the Door, in order 
to follow his neceſſary Occaſions. But which 
ſeemed much more wonderful to me, as all the 
Spots were diſappeared, fo likewiſe that Drop- 


ſical Swelling went away without everr any ſen-- 


ſible Evacuation. :AJfo his difficulty of Breath- 
ingand Cough, witk the other Symptoms of an 
incipient Conſumption, ſeemed to be very much 
abated, and they decreaſed every day, till at 
laſt the Patient hadby little and lirtle recovered 
his former ſtate of Health. 'Tis true indeed, 
this Fever after a Month returned inthe form of 
a ſimple. Qiartar, and continued till he had had 
almoft'four Fits. But yet it went quite away 
; without the uſe of any Remedies, or the former 
Sy mptoms following upori it 5 from which time 
the Patient enjoyed his Health yery well, till at 
length afcer one Year, and ſome part of another, 
he dyed of a Bleeding at the. Noſe.

H E Blood, as ſoon as it has here and there 
in its Circulation diſtributed the new 
Chylous Parts, and thoſe that are fic for Nouriſh- 
ment, becomes plainly ſharp, as if ic were im- 
bued with a Ferment, from the Saline and Acrious 
Particles, which by the Law of Nature it ſtill 
contains in it felf (to the end that from thence 
the Bile, and .other neceſſary Ferments of the 
Body may be ſapplyed, and every day renewed.)

From -whence ic ſeemed plain to me that that 
Mortal Fever, accompanyed with the fatal Col- 
liquation (though this Conſumption was Pul- 
monary only Secondarily and Symptomartically ; 
and the Cough (and in ſome meaſure the dif- 
ficulty of Breathing too) had their riſe from the 
ſtuffing and adheſion of the Lungs) had irs Ori- 
ginal from the Inflammation and Exulceration 
of the Ovary it ſelf, By which Colliquative 
Fever, as alſo by the ſubſtration of the Nurti- 
tious Juice by the large Dropſical Swelling of the 
Ovary ſach a quick Conſumption, and {o grie- 
vous a difficulty of Breathing were cauſed, chat 
her Life being thereby brought all of a ſudden 
into extream danger, there was not time enough 
given for that Conſumption which was impreſt 
upon the Lungs to be advanced beyend the fi ſt 
degree of a Pulmonary Conſumption , though 
there ſeemed to be all the uſual Symproms of a 
Fatal Conſumption of the Lungs. 


Hiſtory 4. 


A certain Merchant of Londen before the For- 
tieth Year of his Age (when he had now lived 
almoſt ewo Years ſomewhat ſickly, and with 
lictle and uncertain Appetice, which perhaps he 

ocured to himſelf by his immoderate uſe of 
Wine and Women) at length asked my Advice 
about a Swelling,' and a painful Inflammation 
ariſing from thence, with which the right Te- 
ſticle had been now affe&ed for almoſt the ſpace 
of three Months, and that ( as he cold me) oc- 
caſioned by ſome Contuſion he had got in Ri- 
ding. that Swelling to me ſeemed to 
be a kind of Sarcocele. The Teſticle ſwell'd to 
the bigneſs of ones fiſt, There was likewiſe no 
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Of s Pulmonary Conſumption 
{mall Inflammation u the Serotwmn it (elf, a 
well as upon the Teſticle. But with repeated 
Bleedings, the application of Cataplaſms made 
of Barley-meal and Oxycrate (the Parts affe- 
&ed being likewiſe kept up with a Truſs to pre- 
vent the flux of 'Humours into the place) tfre- 
quent Purging with Calomelanos and Confeftio 
Hamech, and alſo drinking plentifully of Emul- 
ſions of the four greater cold Seeds made with 
Barley-water, and of a DecoQion of Sarſs and 
Chims ordered for his common Drink, the pai 
ful Inflammation plainly vaniſh'd. Bue the Swel- 
ling ſtill continued, . though withovt any pain, 
and the bigneſs of it was uncertain, being ſome - 
times greater, ſometimes leſs, and eafily yield- 
ing toa preſſure of ones fingers ; fo that at length 
the Judgment of two vey: skilful be- 
ing taken,and that Swelling being ſappoſed to be 
a Hydrocele, it was juſtly thonght fit to open it. 
Byt when it was folemnly opened with an In- 
Cciſion-Knife, there came out ſcarce any Water, 
and no- Matter. Allo the whole Subitance of

truth a Venereal Fiſtula, proceeding from ſome 
virulent and old Gonorrbes, that had been 
cured.

tityfof Ichorous, or Matcer. Which though 
many times it deluded us for feveral times with 
the vain hopes of Curing it, having ordered the 
Sarſs Drink now again.for his ordinary Drink , 
when at the ſame time he was purged with the 
bitter Decoion repeated at due intervals, that 
is, ſo often as there was occaſion, .and every 
Night he had a Paregorick Draught given him 
wich Syrup of Diacodiurm. But yet from an un- 
expected flux of the Humours, (which - (as I 

always told the Surgeons) it was impoflible ro 

prevent without caſtration or cutting out of the 
Fiſtulous Teſticle) the Ulcer very often broke 

out again; ſo that the Patient being quickly 

brought into a Tabid and HeRick ſtare ; the 

contiual and plentiful ſubſtration of the Nutri- 

tious -Jaice the Wound, and the ex- 


, pences ariſing from it, which Nature was not 


able co bear, as he began to have a great Thirſt, 
fo likewiſe to loſe his Stomack, and at length to 
be afflicted with» a troubleſome Cough, a ſhort- 
neſs of Brefth, and the other uſual Symptoms 
of the when they are diſtemper'd ; con- 
tinnally w away more and more with the 
ſudden Ruin-of Nature, which was much pro- 
tor enng lie; wich remened everyday 
ver coming all ; which returned every day 
at a ſtated hour with a Chilneſs, Heat, and 
Sweats one another ; till at length 
the Patienc being to- the utmoſt degree 


of a Mareſmas, was forced to yield to Fate. 
With the repeated uſe of the Peruvies Bark I 
very often took off his Putrid Feyer, which ne- 
rerthele(s (the cauſe of ic ſtill remaining in the 
Wound) returned as often, after the interval of 
a Week or two. Likewiſe the HeQick heat , 
 Aaaz which 
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which was kindled in his Blood, was much mi- 
tigated with the uſe of a Milk Diet, of ' Ales 
Milk, and by the benefit of the open Country 
Air ; though it could never be perfeRly extin- 
guiſhed, becauſe «the Procatartick Cauſe of it, 
co wit, the Malignant and Incurable Ulcer was 
plainly too much for the Art of Surgery. Whete- 
upon at laſt, the ulcerated part being gangren'd, 
after he had lain ſix Months, he was reduced to 
a very Skeleton, and carryed off -not only with 
an Univerſal Conſumption, but alſo a true Con- 
ſumption of the Lungs, though it was a Sym- 
ptomatical one. 


Hiſtory 4- 


Mr. Nye, the Son of Philip Nye, the Famous 
Nonconftormiſt Miniſter ( as they are called ) 
when he had now about the Thirtieth Year of 
his Age been troubled almoſt continually for the 
ſpace of a Year with a Swelling, that grew in 
his Stomack, a Cardialgis, and: V omiting, (from 
which Symptoms he could not-be freed neither 
by the frequent uſe of Calomelancs, the Purging 
Mineral Waters, Chalybeates, Wood-lice, the 
DecoQtions of Sarſa, prepared Coral, Pearl, 
Crabs-eyes prepared, nor of otheg, Medicines of 
all ſorts, ordered even by the molt learned and 
Skilful Phyſicians) at length the Swellings be- 


*ginning to be inflamed and ulcerated, he being 


preſently taken - with an 'Jaflammatory' Fever , 
which, was afterwards ſucceeded by a Putrid 


Intermicting Feyer, he not only ran a into 
a Conſumptive. ſtate with an Univerſal Colli- 


guation, but alſo being troubled with a pertina- 
cious Cough, a difficulty of Breathing, and all 
the other Symptoms of a very Acute Conſump- 

tion 
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tion of the Lungs ; at length he ſent for me, 
though 'twas to no purpoſe. For I found him 
Sick in Bed, in the laſt degree of a Symptoma- 
tical Conſumption of the Lungs, which as ic 
was in its own Nature fatal, fo likewiſe very 
quick, And therefore when I had once given 
him my \helping Hand as much as I could for 
the Relief of the urgent Symptoms, I preſently 


took my leave of him, having ficſt made a Pro- 


gnoſtick of his Death. 

Neither indeed did this miſerable Patient con- 
tinue many days. - But not having the liberty of 
opening the Body after he was dead, though 
there were all the Symptoms of a Pulmonary 
Conſumption, yet as it did not appear to me as 


- an Eye-wicneſs, ſo I cannot confidently affirm 


how much the Lungs themſelves had happened 
to be affeed and injured thereby. 


Hiſtory 5. 


A certain Old Gentlewoman, a Lawyer's 
Wife, that lived in Shoe-Lane, when ( as ſhe told 
me) ſhe had for the ſpace of Twenty Years 
been hardly able to ſleep half an hour at a time 
by reaſon of a violent and continual pain in 
making of Water ; with which, and with other 
direful Symptoms accompanying of it ſhe having 
been very much and continually weakned ( and 
that notwithſtanding ſhe had taken the Advice 
of the moſt able Phyſicians) and thereupon be- 
ing brought at length into a plain Conſumptive 
and He&tick ſtate, and being continually con- 


fin'd to her Bed by reaſon of her Weaknels, ſhe , 


ſent for me not long before ſhe dyed; now when 
by reaſon of the loſs of her Appetite, ſhe had 
for a long time abhorred Food as well as _ 
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When I came I found her really an extraordi- 
nary Woman, that adorn'd her Old Age with 
Fortitude and Prudence beyond what is common 
ro that Sex ; but yer ( as I gueſt even at the firſt 


ſight by her extream ———y Cough, Fever, 


and difficulty of Breathing) I found her lying 
very miſerably in the laſt of a Conſum 


_ tion. Becauſe ſhe was obliged almoſt ually 


to conflit not only with the uſual Symptoms of 
a Pulmonary Conſumption, and a HeRick Fe- 
ver, but alſo with a frequent and dreadful Spaſ- 
modick Colick of her Stomack,from the motien 
of ſome Stones out of the Gall-Bladder, as like- 
wiſe with a continual-pain in making of Water, 
cauſed by a Stone; and an Ulcer of the Kidneys. 
From whence it came to paſs , that her Urine 
when *ewas firſt made, was whitiſh, and after- 
wards had a very great, a fetid, and truly puru- 
lent Sediment. But upon looking on the Urine, 
I preſently found there was a pretty large Ulcer 
cauſed by a Stone in the Kidney , and I 
did think chat a Pulmonary Conſumption had 
been brought on Symptomacically by that Ulcer. 
Nature having been now for ſome time weak- 
ned, oppreft, and finking under ſo many, and 
ſuch great Evils, it happened likewiſe chat her 
Brain, and the whole Genes Nervoſum were fo 
remackably and continually affected, that laying 
aſide all her other laints of her Conſump- 
tion, Ulcer, and Stone, ſhe defired only this, that 
I would do ſomething to help her againſt her 
Swoonings, and Faintnefs, which often returned, 
as alſo againſt delirouſnefs, and the cold and hot 
Vapours, (as ſhe called chem) which did con» 
tinually both Night and Day alternately ſucceed 
each other, which ſeemed to be more trouble- 
ſome to her than all the other miſerable Symp- 
; roms. 
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roms. Preſensly I did all I coald to relieve thoſe trouble-

ſhe was opened very Solemaly, ſeveral Eminent 
Phyficians being he firſt ching that was Re- 
markable was, that though all the Limbs, and the Face 
of this Tabid Woman were emaciated, yer the _— 
Mewbrane' of the Belly was ſtrangely thick with Far , 
2s it commonly happens to Calculous Perſons, it may be 
from a ſlower motion of rhe Blood i the Neigh- 
ON and a fmaller ſecretion of the Serum by 
than there to be; bur we found the 
— Membrane of the left Kidney ſticking firmly 
to it, as being ſomething ſwelled from its Diſtemper. 
But the Subſtance of it being opened ir looked like a 
Honey-Comb, being every where full of Stones and 
Caviries, or certain little Cells, out of which ſome Stones 
had been formerly extruded, bur wirbour the leaft Ex- 
ulceration, Bur the right _ we found like a Purſe 
a 4 nos 
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hot only full of Stones' and Matter, but likewiſe very 
much diſtended, the whole Subſtance'alſo, which had 
been contained within the inveſting Membranes,having 
been before by degrees corrupted and conſumed , and 
likewiſe the Membranes themſelves being filled with 
abundance of Stones and Serous Pw, ſuch as we like- 
wiſe found in the Bladder, and ſuch as ſhe nſed com- 
monly to void with her Urine. From which the cauſe 
of rhat Chronical Dyſury and Conſumption, with which 
ſhe had been 10 long afflicted, was very evident. Alſo 
the Emulgent Veins, which carryed back the Blood from 
the Kidneys, by reaſon of the mighty Calculaus diſpo- 
firion of the Blood, with which rhis Miſerable'Old Wo- 
man was affected, were (which was very ftrange ) like 
ſtony Pipes covered on the infide with a plain calculous 
Cruſt. Moreover we found the Gall-Bladder full of 
Stones, from the motion of which that'Cholick of her 
Stomack , accompanyed with dreadful Spaſms, wirh 
which the was often troubled, did without doubt rake 
irs Original, Yer we did nor find that the Lungs them- 
ſelves were any where exulcerated, but almoſt eve 
where full of crude Tubercles, and Chalky Stones, 
From which the cauſe of her continual Cough, ſhortneſs 
of Breath, ahd the other Pulmonary Aﬀections did ap- 
pear to our very fight. - Yet I do nor ar all doubr bur 
that in progreſs of time thoſe Tubercles might have ri- 
pened ; and by that means this Incipient Conſamption 
of the Lungs _ have gone on to a Confirm'd and 
Deplorable Conſumption, if an untimely Death, prg- 
cured by other cauſes, had not preyented ir. 
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
